There  were  85  live  births  which  gives  a rate  of  15*83  per  1,000 
population  compared  with  16.42  in  1958. 

This  rate  in  the  urban  areas  of  the  County  was  15*21  and  in 
Montgomeryshire  15*60. 

There  were  2 still  births  giving  a percentgge  of  2<>4  cf  the  live 
births.  There  were  none  in  1958.  The  rate  in  the  urban  areas  was  2.6% 
and  in  Montgomeryshire  2«9%» 

There  were  2 illegitimate  births  being  2.3%  of  total  births 
compared  with  1.1%  in  1958.  In  the  urban  areas  tlds  rate  was  5.0%  and  in 
Montgomeryshire  5.1%* 

Infant  Mortality 

There  were  2 deaths  of  infants  under  1 year  giving  a rate  per 
1,000  live  births  of  24,  compared  with  11  in  the  urban  districts  and 
17  in  the  whole  county.  The  rate  in  1958  was  23  per  1,000  live  births. 

One  of  these  deaths  weeured  in  a girl  of  10  months  and  was  due  to 
scarlet  fever  and  the  other  occured  in  a girl  who  died  at  25  minutes 
with  a congenital  abnormality. 

Deaths 

There  were  7c  deaths  giving  a rate  of  14.15  per  1,000  population 
compared  with  14*31  in  the  urban  areas  and  13.04  in  the  whole  county. 

The  rate  for  1958  was  10.82  per  1,000  population.  There  was  no  death  due 

to  tuberculosis. 

National  Assistance  Act,  1947*  Section  47. 

An  elderly  lady  living  alone  and  requiring  the  services  of  a 
home  help  and  not  taking  proper  care  of  herself  and  receiving  no  such 
care  from  anyone  was  removed  under  this  section  to  Y-Dolydd,  Llanfyllin. 

Use  of  the  power  under  this  Act  is  only  taken  after  much  thought 
and  consideration  and  I can  assure  the  Council  that  every  other  means  of 
helping  such  people  are  first  investigated.  But  there  does  occur  the  odd 
case  especially  in  elderly  people  who  have  gone  past  caring  for  themselves 
and  absolutely  refuse  assistance  from  relatives,  neighbours  or  anyone  else. 
This  was  such  a case. 

Water  Supplies 

Because  the  summer  of  1 959  was  remarkably  dry  and  the  previous 
winter  had  not  been  so  wet  as  formerly,  the  level  of  water  at  the 
reservoir  began  to  fall  towards  the  end  of  August.  Then  warnings  were 
issued  in  the  town  preventing  the  use  of  hosepipes  for  watering  gardens 
and  cleansing  vehicles  and  asking  the  public  to  co-operate  in  the  saving 
of  water.  Despite  these  measures  it  was  necessary  to  ration  water  by 
cutting  off  the  supply  to  the  town  between  6 p.m*  and  7 a.m.  for  a period 
of  three  weeks  in  October. 
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In  the  lower  levels  of  the  town  there  is  normally  a constant 
supply  of  water  throughout  the  d ay  but  in  some  of  the  higher  levels 
the  supply  is  intermittent  , 

Waste  detection  continues  as  a normal  routine  measure. 

Sewers 

During  the  year  under  review,  Messrs  Herbert  Bateman  and  Partners 
were  asked  to  prepare  a scheme  to  improve  the  sewers  and  sewage  disposal. 
By  the  end  of  1 959  this  report  was  not  to  hand. 

Slaughterhouses 

In  May  1 959  the  Council  closed  its  Slaughterhouse  in  Stone  Street 
because  conditions  were  not  satisfactory. 

The  two  private  slaughterhouses  continued  and  the  hygienic  practice 
at  both  was  of  a high  standard* 

Meat  inspection  continues  on  a 100^  basis. 

Refuse  Tip 

Tipping  continues  at  the  refuse  tip  at  Garth  Owen.  The  provision  of 
a Bulldozer  for  controlled  tipping  was  discussed  and  this  is  at  present 
working  at  the  tip,  since  when  there  have  been  no  complaints  regarding 
fly  infestation0 

Housing 

Slum  Clearance  — The  f ollowing  Cle  arance  Areas  were  confirmed  - 
Union  Street,  being  two  areas  dealing  with  19  houses  ' 

Pool  -Road  - dealing  with  6 houses,  4 of  which  belong  to  the  local 
Authority 

Stone  Street  - 4 houses  all,  belonging  to  the  local  authority  o 
A closing  order  was  placed  on  one  house. 

Twenty-four  houses  built  at  Crescent  Gardens  for  slum  clearance  purposes 
were  all  occupied.  No  houses  were  erected  for  general  need  applicants. 

Plans  were  approved  for  32  flats  to  be  erected  in  the  Canal  Road  area. 
Seven  houses  were  built  by  private  enterprise. -

They  are,  howevor,  often  to  bo  found  living  in  houses  which 
are  very  nuch  sub-standard  and  with  low  rent*  The  Council  will,  no  doubt,

Immunisation  against  diphtheria  is  carried  out  at  approximately 
the  6th  and  7th  month  followed  by  a booster  dose  at  5 years# 

Whooping  cough  injections  are  given  at  3,4  and  months.  There 
do  not  appear  to  be  so  many  cases  of  whooping  cough  notified  as 
previously  and  when  it  does  occut  in  previously  immunised  children 
the  attack  seems  to  be  of  less  severity# 

VACCINATION  AGAINST  PQ LI OIIYE LITIS# 

Th©  age  limit  in  1959  was  extended  to  26  and  visits  were  made 
to  the  various  factories  in  the  Town  where  vaccination  was  carried 
out#  Clinics  are  held  at  fairly  regular  intervals  at  Park  Street 
for  this  vaccination  and  the  response  on  the  whole  in  this  ago 
group  was  quite  good.
